Louis- 
ville, Ky., had 6° more heat to fight against 
than had Chicago. Washington had 98° of 
temperature, 4° more than Chicago. Cincin- 
nati had 96°; St. Louis, 94°; Bism , 86°; 
St. Paul, 88°;. Milwaukee, 94°; Detroit, 94°; 
Wichita, Kas., 96°; Salt Lake City, 98°; 
Cleveland, 92°; Concordia, Kas., 98°; Boston, 
94°; Charleston, 88°; and Jacksonville, Fla., 
9C°. 

The highest temperature on record in Chi- 
cago is that of July 16,1887, when deaths from 
sunstroke reached such an alarming figure. 
The thermometer registered on that day 
99 16-100°, . 

Straw Hats in Demand. 

The hot weather of the last three days has 
brought straw hats and flannel shirts into 
favor again. The cool weather and rains of 
the early spring had caused a falling off in the 
demand for supgymer goods, in consequence of 
which reduction signs had become as numer- 
ous almost as were furnishing store windows. 
Yesterday several of these had been taken 
down ahd madras, silk, and flannel shirts 
were back at the old figures, while straw hats 
had new price tags pasted on the sweat-bands. 

One ingenioyg man, profiting by the experi- 
ence of drivers of horses, carried a small 
sponge with him during tho day, and, as oc- 
casion offered or the heat demanded, he would 
hold the sponge under a running faucet and 
after getting it thoroughly saturated would 
put it imside his broad-brim med straw 
hat. Another man had arubber bag, filled 
with cracked ice inside his hat. 

The hot weather of the last four days has 
had the effect of keeping the people away from 
the theaters. The spectators at all the thea- 
ters in town could have been crowded into 
two of the houses. Then, too, there was an 
air of  listlessness about -the peo- 
ple in the seats and on the stage, 
Seats under the electric fans-were very popu- 
lar, and the boys who carried ice-water 
through the aisles received more encores than 
the premier danseuse. ° :

THE HEAT MADE EVERYBODY SUFFER 


Chicago People Are Tdrtured by the Sun’s 
Scorching Rays. 

Yesterday, the third of the hot days, that is, 
the real hot ones, was the worst of the present 
year. The amended prediction of the Chief of 
the Weather Bur@gu, in which he said the 
people of Chicago could look for no relief yes~ 
terday,- proved to be true. All day long the 
sun sizzled down on the 1,428,318 people ac- 
counted for in the school census, not counting 
those who have since come to Chicago, been 
born here, or were here on business or pleas- 
ure during the day; and it was hot for every 


m. 
gy the oe stood at 80° half an hour 
after the sun wasup yesterday morning, and 
the rise in temperature was steady until late 
in the afternoon. It was unquestionably the 
hottest day, as the record shows, though it is 
doubtful if it was more unpleasant than last 
Saturday. Everybody suffered from the heat 
in stores and offices, where a good breeze was 
almost impossible; in hotels, ia restaurants, 
out on the street, in cable-cars—every where, 
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not take off their heavy uniform coats ag the 
letter-carriers could, and so, they were com- 
pelled to stand through the whole day without 
shade or protection of any sort. 

Street-car drivers suffered severely also.) At 
least one way in their trips, if not both, the 
front platform would be where the sun could 
strike it. The conductors could hunt the 
shade afforded inside the car, but the drivers 
were compelled, perforce, to remain outside. 

Tnere was a hot wind fr. m the southwest 
during the entire day, yet it afforded but little 
relief from the scorching rays of the sun, es- 
pecially in the down-town districts, and those 
who sought relief in a ride on a cabie train 
found the discomforts outweighing the advan- 
tages. About the only thing the wind did was 
to gather up blinding clouds of fine dust and 
dash it into the fates of the passers-by. (Out 
in the parks it was nearly as bad. The wind 
swept by under the trees scorching hot and al- 
most withering the grass as it passed over. - 

There was some little relief on the steam- 
boats running from the lake front, but it! was 
small, All day long the boats ran in and out, 
carrying aS many passengers as could be 
crowded between their decks, all seeking the 
cool breeze which couldn't be found. The 
boats runping to Jackson! Park carried big 
crowds, but with few exceptions they remained 
on the boats for the return trip without going 
inside the high board fence that surrounds the 
World’s Fair buildings. 

The effects of the heat could be seen every- 
where. The asphalt pavements became soft 
and sticky, the tar oozed out between the 
granite blocks of the down-town streets, and 
the resin in the pine boards of scine of the 
newly-laid sidewalks was brought out by the 
heat, making walking uncomfortable, 


MISERY THE PORTION OF THE POOR. 


Sickly Women and Children Suffer in Badly 
Ventilated Homes and Thorough fares, 

Darkest Chicago was as hot and sultry and 
uninviting yesterday. as ever Darkest Africa 
dared be. The ill-kept streets radiated the 
heat from the pavements, the gutters and 
garbage-boxes steamed and sizzled until the 
air was filled with noxivus odors, and with 
every gust of hot wind came acloud of stifling

It was 
bad enough that men had to endure the tor- 
ture. But for the thousands of weary care- 
worn mothers and sickly children it was worse. 
The children made little or) no effort to play. 
They gathered into the areas and alleys,out of 
the scorching rays of the sun, and hugged the 
damp, garbage-sodden ground in an effort to 
keep cool. | 

In one narrow court between two rickety 
tenerhent houses on Liberty street, near Canal, 
a score of children ranging from 2to0 years in 
age were crowded during the afternoon. There 
was no laughing, nor crying either, for that 
matter. For the most part the little ones 
were clad in short tunics, so that their spare, 
dirt-covered little arms and legs were exposed 
tothe bites of the myriads of buzzing green 
flies. The older children devoted their feeble

At the offices of the steamboat lines running 
out of Chicago big passenger lists were re- 
ported, especially for the boats which make 
long cruises about the shore waters of the 
lakes.

[LITTLE RELIEF GIVEN BY POLICE, 


Cracked Ice Sometimes Applied to the 
Sunstroke Sufferers. 

The facilities of the Police Department for 
taking care of sunstroke cases gre not as com- 
plete as they might be. The officer in charge 
of each arnbulance or covered wagon is sup- 
posed to keep near at hand a rubber cap for 
ice, so that when the wagon is called to pick 
up a person stricken with the heat the ice cap 
can be placed on the sufferer’s head, The 
Police Department is not provided with ice, 
and when the rubber cap is needed the officers 
have to go into some near saloon, drug store, 
or other place and beg’a little ice. 

In some instances the ice cannot be ob- 
tained. A case of this kind occurred yester- 
day morning. The wagon was 'calied to No. 
20.River street, where a man had fallen down 
overcome by the heat. Officer R. J. Jones, in 
charge of the ambulance, had to hunt around 
for several blocks before he could secure the 
ice. Meanwhile the stricken man was suffer- 
ing intensely. The ice, if if cah be obtained, 
is all that is provided during the journey to 
the hospital. 

Officer Jones and L. B. Baldwin, a student 
of the Chicago Medical College, are in charge 
of the ambulance at the Harrison Street Sta- 
tion, where a large number of sunstrokes are 
reported during the summer. Officer Jones is 
a professional nurse, having servéd consider- 
able time as such in the British army. 

Early last week Dr. Cotton gave the wagon 
and ambulance men special instructions as to 
how to treat persons overcome by heat until 
they could be taken to a hospital. The doctor 
explained how the ice-cap should be adjusted 
and told what temporary remedies should be 
used. He impressed the ofticers with the 
necessity of immediate action in cases of sun- 
stroke. A brief delay in the application of 
ice or cold water often resulted in the death 
of.the patient. By placing ice on the patient’s 
head the temperature. might be kept down un- 
til the hospital was reached and more vigor- 
ous treatment appiéd. | 

At the Cook County Hospital several large 
tubs of cracked ice were. kept constantly on 
hand in Ward No. 4 to be used on sunstroke 
patients. . 

‘**In mild cases we can often restore thie pa- 
tient by the use of the ice-cap alone,’’ said the 
physician in charge. ** The ice-cap is a rubber 
hood, which, when filled with grushed ice, fits 
over the head and back of the neck. In se- 
vere cases we either ‘iron’ the body with 
blocks of ice or pile cracked ice around the 
trunk until the temperature is reduced. In 
some places they lay the patient on a cold 
stone floor and turn on a stream of cold water. 
The ice, however, is better if you have it at 
The main 
object is to reduce the temperature.”’

Sweltering Humanity Flies to the Steamers 
for Relief from the Heat. 

During the last few days of intensely hot 
weather the excursion steamers have done a 
thriving business, and along the lake shore, 
all the days, trailing lines of black from their 
smoke stacks have streaked the-horizon.

BAY CITY IN ASHES. 


FIRE DESTROYS THE GREATER 
PORTION OF THE PLACE. 


Thirty-six Blocks in the Thickly Settled 
Portion Licked Up—It Is Feared Many 
Lives Were Lost, but Only ‘Tliree Aré 
Positively Known to Have 'Perished— 
One Thousand People Homeless—Five 
Hours of Desperate Fighting! Before It 
Was Checked—Loss Exceeds $1,00@,000. 

Bay Crry, Mich., July 25.—[Speecial.]—The 
most disastrous fire that ever visited Pay City 
broke out at2 o’clock this afterfoon in the 
lumber piles south of Miller & Tyrner’s mill 
at the foot of Thirty-first street raged for 
five hours alinost unchecked. Over thirty-six 
blocks of the city were completely destroyed, 
entailing a loss of $1,000,000, leavijg 300 fam- 
ilies homeless, and, it is feared, causing the 
loss of several lives. One woman is known to 
be dead at this time. i 

The dead, so far as known: , 

MASON, MRS. FRANK, and her two children, 
burned. 2 

The flames spread with frightfal rapidity, 
and a general alarm was rung in 4t 2:05. 

‘The wind was blowing a gale from thesouth- 
west, and under its influence the; fire went 
through dry frame structures like a whirl- 
wind... In some instances the flames would 
leap over three or four buildings ahd catch on 
the roof of a house and then burn! backward, 
destroying all intervening residences. 

It swept. across the street in a twinkling, and 
the clouds of dust seemed to aid in its spread. 

It was thought by Chief Harding that the 
flames could be checked in Tremont avenue, 
but an attempt in this direction proved that it 
was useless to imperil the lives of the firemen, 
so the Chief removed his line of attack to 
Twenty-ninth street, and so well directed were 
the movements of the attacking force that a 
check was made here. | 

Huge lumber piles to the north of the mill 
were by this time adding fresh fel to the 
flames and the fire spread steadily north on 
Water street. , 

On the west side of the street the fire held 
undisputed sway and continued its destructive 
course until a pile of shingles to the south of 
Cousins & Co,’s mill was reached. |Here a fire 
boat was stationed and with the streams from 
the West Bay City and Saginaw steamers the 
fire was stopped. 

Spread Rapidl, Eastward. 
While a portion of the fighting force was 
rhe oorth side of the burning terri- 
tory the fire was making rapid strides in an 
easterly and southerly course. It soon be- 

came apparent that the fire would burn di- 

rectly through to the eastern city limits, while

LIGHTNING ACCOMPANIES HEAT. 


While Philadelphia Sweltered the Fire 
Fiend Did Much Damage. 
~PHuape pati, Pa., July 25.—| Special. ]— 
The northern end of Philadelphia was flooded 
out by rain today, while in the center and 
lowerseetior’s there was scarcely adrop. The 
fierce wind that accompanied the storm laid 
low partially constructed buildings and those 
of light weight, while the lightning shafts hit 
the structures and gave the fire fiend plenty of 
employment. One boy, James Lee of Cam- 
den, just across the river, lost his life, and ten 
persons were injured in the New Jersey town. 
In Philadelphia no tives were lost, but thirty 
persons had arms, legs, and head ‘hurt and 

broken by the flying timbers and bricks. 

The storm reached across the city above 
Columbia avenue and mto Frankfort, Ger- 
qmantown, and Manyurk. oa 

At least $500,000 will be required to cover 
the loss. The lightning played havoc in 
Bucks County, seven barns being on fire in 
Lower Falis township at one time. So far as 
~heard trom fifteen barns were destroyed in 
Bucks County. This breaks the record in 
that locality. : 

At the great manufacturing districts of 
Kensington and Richmond the storm’s great- 
- est fury was vented. The tall mill buildings 
furnished a gocd mark, anda score of them 
were stripped of heir roofs. -At Richley avenue 
and Gaul street five small houses that were being 
2 built were almost destroyed. The roof of the 
North Pennsylvania railroad station at Ameri- 
can and Barks streete-was blown off, and with 
it went over a hundred wires of the 
Philadelphia and Reading Telegraph com- 
pany and the Western Union com- 
pany. The State service of the 
‘two companies was badly crippled by the go- 
ing down of their wires, and it was several 
‘hours before they got any of them in working 
order. The roof of the Catholic Church of 
the Nativity at Allegheny avenue and Belgrade 
strect was ripped off. 

At Clearfield street wharf one of the repair 
shops of the Philadelphia and” Reading rail- 
road company was located. The build- 
ing was 400 feet long, 70 feet wide, 
and 50 feet high.

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CONTRACTOR ONDERDONK’S CLAIMS 
TO BE ADJUSTED. 


The City Council Agrees to That Course in 
| Case the Finance Committee Cannot 
Agree Work of Building the Went- 
worth Avenue Sewer Ordered to Proceed 
~Probable Action of Judge Brown—Or- 
dinance for the Evanston Electric Line 
Vetoed—Adjourned for Vacation. 


Ald. Madden was in the chair at the Coun- 
cil meeting last evening. On taking the gavel 
he reminded his colleagues that it was the 
last meeting of the Council; that if order was 
maintained much business could be transact- 
etl, but if order was not maintained not much 
evuld be done and the city’s business would 
suffer. He would do his part to expedite 
business and to preserve order. He kept his 
promise, and the result was the transaction of 
an unusually large amount of important busi- 
ness. ; 

Ald. McGillen, as Chairman of the Finance 
committee, got permission of the Council to 
introduce the following order: ; 

Resolved, That the Finance committee of the 
( ke poy be, and is hereby authorized and 
directed to arbitrate with the contractor, Andrew 
Onderdonk, of the four-mile water tunnel ; such 
arbitration to be pursuant to the statute oprering 
arbitrations, and tae award in writing of sai 
aEnce committee or a majority theroof to be 
binding on the city and said contractor as to the 
amount, if any, justly and equitably due from the 
city to such contractor by reason of the con- 
struction of said water tunnel. 

In support of the order Ald. McGillen Said: 
‘** The matter was originally referred to the 
Finance committee through a communication 
from his Honor the Mayor, requesting that ar- 
bitrators be appointed to settle with Mr. On- 
d¢rdonk. ‘he city is bound by the instruc- 
tions té& Mr. Onderdonk issued by Commis- 
sioner Purdy, and in which the price of cer- 
tain work was left for “future adjust- 
ment” at that time. There is no 
question, but that there is some difference be- 
tween the city and Mr. Onderdonk. When we 
ask him for figures he says that his attorney 
advised him not to commit himself, and re- 
fuses to disclose the figures. The City of Chi- 
cago wants the use of the tunnel in order to 
use the water. He is not obliged to turn it 
oyer for three years. If he would turn that 
over under the present state of affairs he 
would be unwise. “There tmust be a settle- 
ment, The sooner itis undertaken the bet- 
ter.” 

Ald. Ernst wanted to defer the resolution 
until a full report could be obtained on the 
nature of the claims. Ald. Swigert presented 
the following substitute to Ald. McGillen’s 
resolution: 

Moved, That the resolution be referred to the 
Corporation Counsel with directions to submit 
all matters in controversy embraced in the reso- 
lution and to proceed under tae act entitled 
“An act to enable parties to avoid delay in the 
administration of justice.” 

The substitute was tabled. Ald. Kent said 
the ¢ontractor had refused to give any figures 
and that there was no use of further delay. 
Ald. MeGillen said if the Council dia not con- 
sider its Finance committee capable to deal 
with the question and protect the city, to get 
all necessary figures, it was time to discharge 
the committee. ‘** The more you go into the 
contract,” said Ald. McGillen, “ the worse it 
appears for the city, the more the contractor 
appears to have the city at his mercy. In one 
document ou file in the Public Works Depart- 
ment the whole watter 1s contained in a para- 
graph stating that certain. matters woulda be 
left for future adjustment.” 

Ald, Ernst thought the Corporation Counsel 
should pasa on the claim before an attempt to 
arbitrate was nade. Ald. Swift said the mat- 
ter was one for arbitration, and Ald. Mc- 
Gillen’s resolution was carried by a vote of 37 
to! 24, as follows:

vember in each year.

World’s Fair Matters. 

Ald. Gahan called up the World’s Fair ordi- 
nances for a viaduct accross Stony Island 
avenue. Ald. Morris O’Brien of the Sixth, 
Tripp, Eliert, and the anpti-World’s Fair 
crowd made vehement opposition. Ald.

THE SALOONKEEPERS IN THE ENGLISH 
ELECTIONS. a! 

There has been a cuntinuous fall of brewery 
shares in the London market since the recent 
general election, which, of course, is due to the 
pledge of the Liberals who are to return to 
power in afew days to impose local option 
and other restrictions on the liquor traffic. 
According to yesterday’s London dispatches 
*‘Guinnesses have declined 9 points, Alj- 
sopps 7 points, and Basses 8 points.” 
This is a rather big tumble. In the recent 
elections the brewers used all their influence 
and $2,500,000 of their money in aid of the 
Tories. They began to organize three years 
ago, when the Liberals with the aid 
of the Liberal-Unionists compelled Mr. 
Goschen and Mr. Ritchie to withdraw the 
compensation clauses of the Local Option bill 


for such deprivation ovt of the National 
Treasury. In about fifty close boroughs the 
saloonkeepers organized what they called de- 
fense associations, each member pledging 
himself to bring twelve voters to the polls for 
the Tories. They probably more than re- 
deemed their pledges. 

The reélection of Mr. Balfour in Manchester 
was secured by the aid of the brewers and 
liquor men organized by a Mr. Chesters 
Thompson, a brewer whose proceedings in 
several elections are to be m ade the subject of 
judicial and patliamentary investigation. 
Mr. Chamberlain was helped in the Midlands 
by the beer and gin dispensers, and with their 
help succeeded in ousting Gladstonian Lib- 
erals from Walsall, Wednesbury, Lichfield, and 
other industrial centers. : 

The Gladstonian Liberals are now in a posi- 
tion to get even. They propose the adoption 
of a local option measure similiar to that pre- 
vailing in Illinois. They call it a ‘“* direct 
veto’’ measure in England. It means not 
only that saloons may. be excluded from di 
tricts, but that where they are permitted their 
number can be limited. The passage of a 
‘‘direct veto’? measure is certain. Some 
Tories—George N. Curzon, for instance—had 
to pledge themselves to support such a meas- 
ure in order to secure election, and the Scotch 
and Birmingham Unionists must support it or 
lose their seats at the next election.

JERRY SIMPSON GOES OFF AT HALF-COCK. 
The Hon. Jerry Simpsun of Kansas has been 
seeking to win some notoriety for himself and 
keep his name before the public by making 
charges against Secretary Noble of the Inte- 
rior Department in connection with the al- 
leged jillegal feeding of cattle on the Cherokee 
Strip. The Secretary’s answer to the charges 
is explicit and satisfactory, and leaves Jerry 
Simpson fh the light of a calumniator. 

If Jerry had been smart or sagacious he 
would have pursued a very different course. 
Some|time ago the government made an ar- 
rangement with the Cherokees for the pur- 
chase lof their title to this strip, which is about 
200 miles long and fifty miles wide, and Coi- 
gress provided by the law for the organization 
of Oklahonia that that land, when acquired, 
should form apart of that Territory. The 
Federal Government agreed to pay a fair price 
to the Indians for their rights, because if was 
satisfied that the proceeds of the sale of ‘the 
lands when put on the market would be-equal 
to all that was given forit. It amounted to 
paying out money with one hand and taking 
it back with the other a little later. 

It has been estimated that this strip, most 
of which is good land, will furnish homes for 
50,000 farmers’ families. There are that 
mahy|men, many of them renters, and some 
persons who have saved up a little money, 
who are anxious to secure humesteads, and 
who are looking longingly at those vacant 
lands in the Cherokee Strip. They cannot go 
there because the President has not issued his 
proclamation throwing the land open to 
settlers. He has not done 80° because the 
Democratic House has not passed a bill mak- 
ing prevision for paying the Indians, 

These being the facts, why has not Mr. 


Simpson, M. C., some of whose constituents | 


would like to settle on these wild lands, urged 
the pé@eage of a bill making an appropriation 
for them?

KEMP ACQUITTED OF EMBEZZLEMENT. 


His Second Trial the Jury Was Out

Superior Court d®the charge of embezzling 
$10,000 of the funds of the defunct West Coast 
Fire and Marine Insurance company of this 
city, of which he was President. Kemp was 
for several years cashier of the Huron (S. D.) 
National Bank and came here highly recom- 
mended, With wealthy Tacoma real-estate 
dealers he established an insurance company 
two years ago and did alarge business until 
the Staté Insurance Examiners threw the con- 
cern into the hands ofa receiver on finding 
the capital greatly impaired. Notes given by 
Kemp for stock were seized by the receiver 
just as Kemp was said to be about to negotiate 
thetn in South Dakota. He then resigned and 
left the State suddenly. 

Finally Kemp settled in Carroll, Ia., in con- 
nection with the dry goods house of relatives.

CANADIAN BEET SUGAR COMPANY FAILS.

The West Farnham Concern Assigns—As- 


sets Only $9,000, with Liabilities $60,000. 


MontTrREAL, Que., July 25.—| Special. }] —The 
beet sugar industry in the Province of Québec 
has received a bad blow from the failure of 
the West Farnham Heet Sugar company, with 
liabilities of $60,000 and assets of only $9,000. 
The company was understood to be coin posed 
of asyndicate of wealthy French capitalists, 
among them the Baron de Selliere. The cap- 
ital of ‘the syndicate was placed at $4,000,000, 
The business was managed by Alfred Musey, 
who received a salary of $4,000 a year. 
Baron de Selliere, however, came out to 
Canada and took an’ active interest in 
the concern during last year. — He is credited 
with having drawn $8,000 profit -out of the 
business. The Baron left Canada last year

HARDY IS ARRESTED. 


THE NOTORIOUS BANK ROBBER 
CAUGHT IN GERMANY. 


He Was Living the Life of a Millionaire 
and Entertaining Americans in Royal 
Style—Story of Hi: Crimes and Escapes 
from Prison—Seventeen Hundred Work- 
men on the Waldorf and Netherlands 
Hotels Go on a Strike—New Telephone 
Company.

beadquarters this morning. Chief Inspector 
Steers ‘at once ‘recognized “Carson ” 
as Hardy, for whom the police of many large 
cities in the United States and Canada have 
been searching since December last. The In- 
spector sent a reply to the Frankfort police, 
giving Hardy’s record and asking that he be 
held, 

Hardy is only 27 years old. He was born in 
“ Hell’s Kitcher,’’ a notorious locality on 
the West Side. He was bred in crime, 
and at first was a sneak thief and 
petty confidence man. Then e decided 
to try something mure ambitious. There 
were no customers in the Fifth National Bank 
at Twenty-third street and Third avenue the 
morning of Sept, 10, 1888. The receiving 
teller was counting a number of packages of 
$100-bills. He did not notice a tall, dark 
youpg man who entered, carrying a 
soap-box under his. arm. He did not, in fact, 
become aware of the young man’s presence 
until a hand shot through the bars of his win- 
dow and seized $2,750. The teller shouted for 
help. The robber was out of sight before the ex- 
cited clerks could reach the street. The 
police were notified, but while they were look- 
ing for him the young man entered the Com- 
mercial National Bank at No, 68 Wail street. 
He carried another soap box under his arm. 
The persons in the bank were talking of the 
robbery up-town. Suddenly the. young man 
dropped his box in front of the paying teller’s 
window with a bang, and, leaping upon it, 
put his hand overthe railing, seized $8,450, 
and darted out of the door,with a dozen clerks 
at his heéls. Up Wall street to Broadway he 
ran. A crowd pursued him up Broadway to 
Fulton street, where he turned toward the 
east. He was captured at Nassau street, and 
gave his name as Charles O’Connell. 

He was sentenced tv eighteen years and six 
months’ imprisonment. He vas taken to 
Sing Sing and then transferred to Danne- 
mora prison. Two weeks later a gang of 
painters was put to work in the yard. 
Hardy ‘donned a pair of overalls . and 
joined ‘the painters. Half an _ hour 
later he walked out of the yard and 
disappeared, A reward of was 
offered for his arrest and he was cap- 
tured in FPlattsburgz. He was sent to 
the Clinton prison hospital, and on the night 
of his arrival there he made a _ rope of his 
bedding and escaped in his night clothes. He 
went to Montreal, and afew days later he 
robbed the Bank of Quebec of $3,000 and the 
Bank of Montreal of $7,000. 

He next turned upin Philadelphia, where 
he posed as a sport and made friends with all 
of the police officials there. Then he wrote to 
a friend in this city. who betrayed him. 
He was arrested and brought to this city, 
resentenced, and taken back to Dannemora 
prison. Extra precautions were taken, but he 
got away in two months and was not heard of 
again until today, except once when the war- 
den of Clinton prison received a letter from 
him dated Birkenhead, England, in which 
he told of his amusement over his successful 
escape. Hardy has thirty-seven years’ im- 
prisonment to serve in this country, and when 
the Germans get through with him he will be 
brought back here, if in the meantime he does 
not escape. 


SEVENTEEN HUNDRED ON A STRIKE.

A circular disk, con- 
structed of hard rubber or any other suit- 
able non-conductor, is. the central 
figure in the machine. The disks are 
provided with perforations arranged in rows, 
through which the connections with the main 
line wires extend, their use being to conduct 
the eléctricity, when in contact with the cir- 
cuit closing needle, to and by way of the line 
wires to the desired substation.

NEW MEN AT WORK.

Everything Remains Quiet, with No Pros- 
pects of Collisions—Strikers Go to Mend- 
ing Fences—O’Donnell and Other Lead- 
ers Released on Bail—Frick Still Im- 
proving—Berkmann Objects to Prison 
Fare—Col, Streator’s Action in the lams 
Case Vigorously Denounced, 

Homesreab, Pa., July 25.—A luil today of 
the most pronounced kind opened the week in 
Homestead. The strikers and soldiers seeined 
to have settled down to the conclusion that a 
long tedious siege was before them and that 
there was nothing to do but wait. The work- 
men for the greater part devoted their atten- 
tion to long deferred repairs on sidewalks and 
fences at theirhomes. Among the fewto be 
found in public places there were practically 
only two topics, the punishment of Private 
Iams and the expected return of Hugh 
O’ Donnell. 

Generally any demonstration when 0’ Don- 
nell arrived was deprecated, though a few in- 
tended that a well arranged “ spontaneous”’ 
display of their feelings was not altogether 
improbable. 

The locked-out men are taking matters 
coolly. One said today that he could not see 
why officers were needed when no demonstra-

Carried In New Workmen, 

The fast mail express No. 7 west-bound on 
the Pennsylvania road made a stop this morn- 
ing at a station not indicated on its schedules, 
This train does not carry passengers, but this 
morning there were two day coaches on the 
rear. Thejblinds of the windows were drawn 
closely, and the doors at bothends of the 
coaches were securely locked. 

As the express neared the Swissvale station, 
near the encampment of the provisional bri- 
gade, it came to a_ standstill. The day 
coaches were switched to a siding in front of 
the station, and the train passed on to the 


city. 

After the train had gone the doors of the 
cars were unlocked and a number of men, 
nearly 200 in all,.alighted. It was whispered 
among tne spectators at once that the men 
were non-union workmen bound for the Carn- 
egie mills at Homestzad. 

The surmise proved to be correct, as the en- 
tire body soon marched down the road toward 
the camp of the Fourteentb regiment. The 
steamer Little Biil was moored at the landing 
near the City Farm Station, apparently in 
waiting to carry the men over the river. 
These men are from Philadelphia, New York, 
and Bosten, and many are said to be skilled 
iron and steel workers. 

Asaresult of the shooting of Mr. Frick 
eight foremen left the mill today, and also a 
number of inen, it was stated. The foreman 
of the mechanical department said they had 
been told by Amalgamated men that they had 
better quit, ana through fear of being shot 
they had done so. 

The Amalgainated peopie indignantly deny 
that they threatened the foremen and say they 
came ofit because they were disgusted with the 
non-union men. The strikers in the company 
houses on Shanty Hill are generally preparing 
to leave. They are tearing up carpéts and 
packing goods. Many have been provided 
with houses in Homestead, for which the 
Amalgamated people-will pay the rent. 


| FRICK CONTINUES TO IMPROVE. 


Berkmann Does Not Like Prison Fare—Says 
the People Are with Him, 

Pirrssura, Pa., July 25.—Word was re- 
ceived from Mr. Frick’s home this evening 
that he was resting easy’ and the hopes of his 
recovery were bright. Theonly thing that is 
feared now is the warm weather, which may 
have some effect on his reeovery. Dr. Litch- 
field 1s constantly at the injured man’s bedside, 
and will not leave it, although he says he has 
nothing to fear. The constant watch is being 
kept to prevent, if possible, any tomplica- 
tions from setting in. 

Mr. Frick was in a most cheerful mood this 
morning. Almost the first thing he did'was to 
ask how everything was getting along at 
Homestead. A number of messages of in- 
quiry and sympathy were received froin dif- 
ferent points of the country. These were 
kept away from him fora time, but afterward 
he insisted on having them read to hifi, and 
he dictated the answers. | 

Secretary Lovejoy spent most of the morn- 
ing in Mr. Leisch’s office, which adjoins Mr. 
Frick’s. 

Berkmann, the would-beslayer of Mr. Frick, 
passed a quiet night at the county jail. He 
arose at 6 o’clock in \the morning, and the first

O'DONNELL RELEASED ON BOND. 


Judge Magee Decides His Right and Fixes 
| Bail at $10,000. 

PirrspurG, Pa., July 25.—A large crowd 
was present this morning in the Criminal 
Court to hear the decision of Judge Magee on 
the application of Hugh O’Donnell for release 
on bail. O’Donnell was less nervous than 
during his hearing Saturday, and seemed to 
be confident of his release. 

O’Donnell,, Ross, Fay, and Allen were 
brought into court at 9:35. Judge Magee 
said: 

‘There must be evidence or strong pre- 
sumption of murder in the first degree before 
a man can be refused bail. I have indicated 
before the responsibility of those engaged ia 
this riot. The first shots came from the shore. 
There was devilish malignity on the part of 
the:mob. The evidence shows the defendant 
was not an active participant in the killing. 
It shows he was in sympathy with the crowd 
and| he, by his idly standing by, is responsible 
for the acts. I do not think there is any doubt 
about the right of the prisoner to be bailed 
and will - it at $10,000. The way it stands 
he i8 chargeable with murder in the second 
degree.”’

tions were made against him this evening, 
charging him with offenses under which he 
can receive sentences aggregating thirty-three 
years. The formal informations were made 
before Ald. James McMasters by Secretary 
Lovejoy at 6 o’clock thi§ morning. Three are 
for felonious assault, and three for entering a 
building for the purpose of committing a 
felonious assault. 

Two of the informations are for assaulting 
Frick and one for the attermpt upon the life of 
Vice-Chairman Leishman, who was in the 
office with Mr. Frick at the time. The other 
three charges are alike, except that it is al- 
leged that the offenses were committed on 
separate dates, the dates named being July 5, 
22, and 23. 

The Alderman fixed next Saturday as the 
time for holding the preliminary hearings. 
Bail was fixed at $5,000 in each of the cases 
for assaulting Chairman Frick and $1,000 in 
each of the other four charges, making $14,000 
in all. The extremé penalty for felonjous as- 
sault is seven years and for entering a_ build- 
ing with felonious intent four years. 

‘The charge of carrying concealed weapons, 
upoh which another could be added, may. be 
also preferred. 

Warden McAleese. is taking extra precau- 
tions to prevent Berkmann harming himself 
or hws fellow-prisoners or attempting to es- 
cape. While he does not consider that there 
is any danger, he says it was deemed advisa- 
ble to watch the accused closely. 

A rumor was in circulation today that friends 
of Berkinann arrived in Pittsburg from Chi- 
cago last night armed with dynamite bombs 
and cartridges and that an attempt would be 
made to pass some of the explosives in to the 
prisoner. The jail authorities will be careful 
to allow no one in to see him who is not 
known. 

About 2 o’clock this afternoon Detective 
Shore arrested Casper Knold, a workman at 
Taylor & Dean’s wire mill on Market street, on 
a charge of beingan accompliceof Berkmanpn. 
it was known that Berkwann and Knold had 
been together. previous to the attempted as- 
sassination, and the police have been working 
hard to run him down. ‘The arrest proved an 
important one, as much about Berkmann’s 
previous movements were learned through 
Knold. 

Paul Eckert, an Alleghanian, was also ar- 
rested. Eckert lives at No. 5 Cherry alley, 
Alleghany, and sublets a portion of his house 
to Knold and his wife. Knold informed the 
police that Berkmannu came to him July 14 
with a letter of introduction from Herr Most. 

Berkmann had no friends, so Knold says he 
invited him to stay at his house. He re- 
mained there until last Thursday. Knold met 
him the next day on the street. The two 
walked up Fitth avenue, and Knold pointed out 
the Carnegie offices. He claims he then pur- 
ehased a ticket to Chicago for Berkmann and 
went with bim to the depot. He asserts that 
he has not seen him since, 

When asked forthe letter sent by Most 

Knold said he had destroyed it. Eckert was 
taken to the jail and’identitied Berkmann as 
the man who had been visiting Koold for the 
last two weeks. He was then allowed to de- 
part, but will be called upon as a witness. 
_ Later the police searched Knold’s house and 
aiscovered a large amount of anarchistic lit- 
erature, sume of itofthe most incendiary 
description. Among the stuff captured 
were letters from Anarchists in 
Chicago, New York, Hoboken, and other 
places. Knold afterwards admitted to the 
police that he had received several letters 
from Most concerning Berkinann, and that 
Most told him that Berkmann was a bad 
man, F 

He said that Berkmann represented to him 
that he was in search of employment and 
claimed that he knew nothing of the 
intended assassination. The way ‘in 
which the police obtained the clew 
to Knold was through A letter 
sentfroma man in Long Branch to Berk- 
mann, incare of Knold. Supt. O’Mara has 
been) wired to have this man arrested. Mean- 
while the police will not divulge his name.

The shooting of Frick is a severe blow to the 
Amalgamated Association and will result in end- 
ing the strike. My sympatbies have always been 
with the workmen, but not with the defiance of 
law. The strikers’ great mistake was their 
tyranny against the non-union men. The opposi- 
tion to the right of private contract is unfair, and 
this action of the strikers toward the non-union 
men is a tyranny worse than King George ever 
applied to this country. We are slow to deal 
with these outrages, and we may wait and have 
waited until the eleventh hour and fifty-ninth 
minute, but in the twelfth hour the just law of 
our country will prevail, and these will be dealt 
with with all the severity of this law. 


Troops Ordered from Coeur d’Alene. 
Wasuinaton, D. C,, July 25.—Gen Schofield 
received a telegram from Gen. Carlin at 
Warduer this morning saying that the state 
of affairs in the mining district 1s 80 satis- 
factory that most of the United States troops 
ordered there can be wtthdrawn with safety.

if bosses do not cease using non-union-made 
doors, frames, etc. 


LIKELY TO HAVE A PROLONGED FIGHT. 


Journeymen Bakers Are Bound the Union 
Label Shall Be Used. 

The central organization of bakers held a 
meeting at No, 105 Wells street last night. 
From the reports made by the strike commit- 
tee it is evident that the men are in no mood 
to be trifled with, and that the trouble, which 
started in the Aldrich and Bremner establish- 
ments, may spread to other bakeries be- 
fore nightfall. All the journeyman bakers in 
thescity received a special notice of the strike, 
and they were imstructed to at once leave 
work in case their employers 
attempted to aid either of the shops 
where the men have struck. There is 
a prospect of a long and bitter fight. The men 
have determined to bring the matter to the at- 
tention of the American Federation of Labor 
and make an effort to have that,body instruct 
the organized workingmen of Chicago to buy 
none but bread bearing the bakers’ label. 

There is likely to be considerable trouble in 
the Joint Entertainment committee for Labor 
day because certain merchants have made an 
attempt to put floats in the September 
parade, which would be a practical boycott of 
other men in the same business. The com- 
mittee is divided on the question, but those 
opposed to the proposition appear to have a 
majority. Should the movement prove suc- 
cessful it is likely’that several large organiza- 
tions will refuse to have anything to do with 
the parade. 

The District Council of the Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and J:iners of Atnerica 
made final arrangements last night 
for sending its delegation to the National 
convention which wiil meet in St. Louis Aug. 
1. The representatives will leave Saturday 
night and will be aceompanied by the delega- 
tion from the pamters and decorators, whose 
convention meets in the same city the same 
date. The carpenters’ convention is of special 
interest because upon its decision depends 
largely the future standing of the Carpenters’ 
Council of this city. Should the convention 
decide against the council the local members 
of the brotherhooa will probably withdraw 
from the national organization and form a 
union similar to that of the bricklayers.

“Danger” Should Be the Sign at Dearborn 
and Monroe Streets. 

Laws to the contrary. notwithstanding the 
surface street railroads do about as they 
please as regards keeping their tracks in or- 
der. A specimen of the manner in which the 
track grading is done can be seen at Dearborn 
and Monroe streets. The incline for the curve

of the cable line forms a bulge in the street 
around which are ruts, and dangerous holes, 
and rails loosened from fastenings, whose 
bottoms are above the level of the street. At 
this corner horses stumble and fall, and the 
cable-cars jump thetrack. The crossing is 
avoided by all careful drivers. : 

One reason given for the bulged condition 
of cable line tracks is that if made properly 
the general public uses the track and wears 
out their rails, conseqently the companies 
make the slot irons as high as they think the 
officers of the law will stand, thus forming an 
obstructive whaleback ridge in the center of 
the street. 


DISEMBOWELED HER SEVEN CHILDREN. 


Terrible Story of.an Indian Squaw’s Search 
for Treasure, 

Borst Crry, Idaho, July 25.—Sandy Mc- 
Guane, a trapper who has just returned from 
the Duck Valley Indian Yreservation country, 
brings a story that is illustrative of Indian 
credulity and barbarism. Just above the 
northern boundary of the reservation there 
lived up to a month ago a squaw, aged about 
30, who was known by stockmen and prospect- 
ors as Crazy Fish. She had seven children, 
the eldest of whom was 13 years of age. In May 
a hunter, Baptiste, who had been her com- 
panion, ran across a gold pocket, and after he 
had panned out a quantity of dust he quietly 
departed, ieaving his dusky sweetheart behind. 
She declared that Baptiste had been murdered 
for his guid and she wailed his loss continu- 
alivy. Finally a fiendish Indian medicine man. 
told her that Baptiste had died and would 
never return, but that his gold was contained 
in the stomach of one of her children. Crazy 
Fish immediately decided to obtain the 


precious metal. 
Securing the sharpened: horn of a steer she 
took her offsprmg one at a time into a dark 


‘glade and there disemboweled them while 


they yet lived, sitting upon their heads to 
stifie their cries. After Crazy Fish had slain 
her seven children in a frenzy of disappoint- 
ment and rage she disemboweled herself with 
the same murderous horn. When night came 
on several ravenous mountain lions were 
drawn to the spot where the bodies of the 
slaughtered children lay, and their triumph- 
ant snarling attracted the attention of Mc-- 
Guane end others, who were encamped not 
far away. When they entered the bloody 
glade the lions, which were just preparing for 
a feast, sneaked dway. 

Crazy Fish was not yet dead, but she lived 
only long enough to tell her awful story. The 
horrified hunters interred the bodies and 
rolled big rocks upon the grave in order to 
prevent disinterment by wild anim

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MUNICIPAL ORDER LEAGUE MEETS. 


Miss Ada Sweet Makes Her Keport for the 
Month—Some Suggestions. . 

The monthly meeting of the Municipal Or- 
der League at the Sherman House yesterday 
was not largely attended owing to the hot 
weather. Miss Ada C. Sweet acted as Chair- 
man and Mrs. S. C. Tobin as Secretary. The 
meeting listened to reports from the various 
committees, and even the subject of the Coun- 
cil’s action regarding the proposed street- 
cleaning bureau failed to arouse any 
interest. .Mrs. <A. Kelly presented the 
report of the Committee on Paving 
Alleys. The report stated that pursuant 
to the committee’s jnstructions’ the aid of the 
Council had been invoked in the matter, but 
that body had refused to act. Further *t was 
stated that an effort had been made to get the 
property-owners todo the work by private 
subscription. This plan, the committee 
stated, had met with partial success, The 
Committee on Fountains reported that it had 
obtained a promise from Commussioner Ald- 
rich to the etfect that he would bring the sub- 
ject before the City Council. : After several 
minor reports the President, Miss Ada Sweet, 
presented her report for the month, in which 
shesaid: 

June 27, when we held our last regular meet- 
ing, we had under consideration the fact that the 
city had no means of disposing of the immense 
amount of garbage which the Street and Health 
Departments collect daily from the streets and 
alleys. We decided to investig¥te the practicabil- 
ity of cremating the ue refuse, and if it was 
found within the lines of possibility to burn -it, 
to work unceasingly until the city had 
adopted’ some system of garbage crema- 
tion. A committee was appointed to take 
the matter in charge, and you have heard its re- 
port. The press and the people took up the 
question. An ordinance providing for the crema 
tion of garbage was introduced into the City 
Council, strongly recommended by the Mayor,. 
and just three weeks from the day of our meeting 
the Council passed the ordinance with but one 
dissenting voice. So we have made one step on 


‘the road to adequate and sanitary methods in

proposed was not complicated by _ party 
or factional! spirit, all was plain sailing.

Our work now should be in the direction of urging 
the employment in the Health and Street Depart- 
inents of competent, trustworthy. men, without 
regard to the opinion of those employés| upon

Miss Sweet then alluded to her request for 


} the dismissal of eighteen ward inspectors 


and the detail of policemen to fill their places. 
To secure this efficient force was the next 
step in the work of the league, Miss Sweet 
continued: 

‘*I have little or nothing encouraging to 
say about the streets. - The appropriation for 
this year is almost exhausted. By September 
there will be nothing left with which to clean 
the streets, and they will be left. as they were 
last year, to the mercy of the people and the 
elements unless something is done by the City 
Council to insure their being cared for as they 
should be.’’ 

The report deprecated the delay until after 
Council adjournment of action in cleaning the 
First Ward by special assessment and con- 
tinued: ‘* Turnmg from the city government 
to its rulers, the people, I wish to make an 
appeal to reason: Why do the heathen rage, 
throwing papers, strings, wires, fruit. and 
flower refuse, and every sort of litter upon the 
streets and sidewalks, and imagine such a 
vain thing as that the streets are going to be 
cleaned !”’ 

Miss Sweet again advocated the domestic 
cremation of garbage and urged the members 
of the league not to relinquish their individual! 
efforts to keep the premises in their neigh- 
borhoods clean. The report concluded: 

They say over at the City-Hall that they cannot 
raise money enough to keep the streets clean. -I 
submit one plar. Enforce the ordinance relating 
to health and public cleanliness, collecting the 
funds, and turn the money overto the street 
cleaning department. An Alderman told me that 
one morning last week, while coming down-town 
on the street-cars, he saw thirty clear violations of 
the city ordinances, for each of which the law 
imposed a fine. There is a fortune for Chicago 
in this plan. It would bring in’ thousands of 
dollars the first few weeks at least, and then the 
poses would learn to respect the rights of the 
public and. cease making nuisances of themselves 
and paying fines for the privilege.

by Dr. Dodge of the Chair of English Litera- 
ture of the university. The position was ten- 
dered Dr. Dodge some time ago, but it was 
not until Saturday definitely settled that he 
would accept. 

Dr. Dodge was born in New York City in 

1863, and was graduated with the degree A. B.

from Columbia College in 1884, He was then 
appointed to a fellowship and contiuued his 
studies at his alma mater, receiving his first 
A. M. in 1885 and Ph.D. in 1886. The follow- 
| ing three years were spent in Europe in the 
study of the English and Scandinavian lan- 
guages. In 1889 he was appointed tutor in 
English in. Columbia College, and in 1891 
tutor in the Scandinavian languages. In 1885 
Dr. Dodge was elected a member of the Mod- 
ern Language Association, and in 1890 a mem- 
ber of the American Philological Association. 
He is also an honorary member of the His- 
torical-Philological Society of Denmark. 

As a critical scholar Dr. Dodge has already 
attained a national reputation by his contribu- 
tions to such magazines as the American Jour- 
nalof Philology, Modern Language Notes, the 
Nation, the Independent Goidthwait’s Geo- 
graphical Magazine, the New Englander, and 
the Yale Review.

Lake Line Agents Want Other Plans for 
the Halsted Street Bridge. 

President T. T. Morford of the Lake Line

through Collector Clarke’s office, for reference 
to the War Department, a formal protest 
against the erection of the.

enough to admit of the passage of the largest 
lake craft, and that the value of that part of 
the South Branch as a navigable river of the 
United States will be destroyed. Therefore, 
the war department is asked to prevent the 
prosecution of the work under the present 
plans. .

AID FROM POPE LEO. 


WOMEN’S WORK IN THE FAIR AP- 
PROVED AT THE VATICAN. 


Mrs. Potter Palmer Receives a Letter from 
Cardinal Rampolla Giving Assurance of 
Pontifical Co-operation—Organizations 
Among Catholics Planned—Directors 
Wonder Why President Harrison Takes 
No Notice of an Invitation to the Dedi- 
cation—Southerners Stab the Fair. 

*Pope Leo XIII. has granted the request of 
Mrs. Potter Palmer to lend his influence and 
patronage in behalf of the Board of Lady 
Managers and the task it has undertaken to 
represent the work of women at the World's 
Fair. - An anticipation that he would do this 
was realized yesterday by the receipt of a let- 
ter to that effect from his Holifers. It caused 
great joy in the office of the Board of Lady 
Managers and no time was lost in having the 
precious dccument, which is written in the 
official language of the Vatican, translated 
into English. When that had been done it 
was found that the Pope, through his Secre- 
tary of State, Cardinal Rampolle, had in- 
scribed the following: 

Most Distinguished Madam: The High Pontiff, 
Leo XI{I., was very much pleased with the re- 
spectful letter addressed to him by you_on the 5th 
of April in the name of the Board of Lady Man- 
agers to whom the Congress of the United States 
has entrusted the care of the interests of women 
in the great Exposition of Chicago. | 

Interested as is the Holy Father’ in taggers 
that may redound to the honor of the charch an 
may serve to stimulate noble and useful endeav- 
or, he cannot fail to applaud the intention 
and plan of making at this great Exposition a 
collective exhibit of the most celebrated works 
produced by the ingenuity and industry of 
Catholic women, even in those ages so-called 
barbaric, because lacking in the refinement of the 
civilization of which we boast at the present time. 
The public exhibition of such objects would fur- 
nish a new proof of bow much Christian religion 
and education have done to raise and ennoble the 
condition of woman, so debased and downtrodden 
under the dominion of paganism. 

His Hol‘ness, therefore, desires that Catholic 
women shall willingly take part m_ the execution 
of this praiseworthy project, and believes that 
there will not be lacking those who, if invited by 
the Board of Lady Managers, will organize them- 
selves into one or more committees or subcom- 
mittees for the purpose of lending you and your 
associates in office sympathetic and efiicient 
assistance. 

With this assurance the Holy Father trusts that 
the plan set forth in your letter may be as pros- 
perous and fruitful of good results in its execu- 
tion as it is wise and prudent in conception. 

It gives me pleasure to improve this opportu- 
nity of expressing the sentiment of high esteem 
with which I subscribe myself, most distinguished

This letter has been expected ever since 
Mrs. Palmer visited Italy last spring in the 
interest of the Board of Lady Managers and 
addressed a com:nunication to the Pope. It 
was Mrs, Palmer’s desire that the millions of 
Catholic women throughout the world should 
be interested in the Exposition. She knew of 
no way to enlist their interest better than 
through the medium of the Vatican. -There- 
fore when the promised letter was received a 
great impetus was given to women’s work. 

Pope Leo thust by this time be considered a 
great friend of’ the Fair. About the time of 
Mrs. Palmer’s visit to Rome he wrote a per- 
sonal letter to Commissioner Thomas B. Bry- 
an, then representing the Expusition in Eu- 
rope. He granted Mr. Bryan a persunal in- 
terview, and when: the latter unfolded the 
scheme of the Fair his Holiness at once ap- 
preciated its promised greatness and how 
much it might do for the  gen- 
eral advancement of the partici- 
pating nations. This - favorable attitude 
was reinforced with two encyclical letters in 
each of which the Exposition received cordial 
mention. Next he commissioned Archbishop 
lreland, who was then at the Vatican, to -rep- 
resent the Holy See at Chicago. The Arch- 
bishop was told that with the exception of 
some of the rarest treasures of the Vatican he 
might promise to send here whatever the di- 
rectors might want As a beginning the 
mosaic factory -which suppiies mosaics ex- 
clusively for the Vatican was set to: work 
tinaking an exhibit for the Fair. His last act 
of friendliness was his letter received yester- 
day requesting the coéperation of Catholic 
women in making an exhibit. Mrs. Palmer 
hopes to effect an organization among them 
by having a special committee of Catholie 
women appointed to encourage and supervise 
the work. 


LETTER THAT NEVER CAME, 


President Harrison Fails to Accept an In- 
vitation to the October Dedication, 

** What is the matter with President Harri- 
son?’ asked a World’s Fair director yester- 
day. Up tea a late hour last night he had not 
accepted the invitation to be present at the 
dedicatory ceremonies next October, and the 
Fair directors are wondering why this 
is so. They have been wondering in this 
Same way for many weeks, They don’t 
know whether the President intends to snub 
them, or whether his private secretary has 
thrown the beautiful invitation which the 
head of the Nation received last May into the 
waste basket. They don’t take much stock in 
the first hypothesis, but are inclined to think 


that some action akin to the second has bap- 


pened. Else why have they not heard from 
the President? 

Lack of information on this point is the 
more puzzling since all the members of his 
private ana official family who received in- 
vitations have respondea. Vice-President 
Morton was not long in giving an answer. 
Judges of the Supreme Court accepted in a 
joint letter. All members of the Senate have 
written that they will be here. Acceptances 
from nearly all the Congressmen have been 
received. Foreign Ministers resident in Wash- 
ington have replied with prufuse thanks for 
the honor of an invitation. An acceptance 
from nearly every Governor is accorded. 
Distinguished civilians favored with invita- 
tions havé responded. In fact, everybody-ex- 
cepting the President. 

The Chief Executive at the White House 
was the first person invited. Neither did he 
get his invitation by mail, as was the case 
with others. A special committee consisting 
of Directurs Lawrence and Kerfoot went all 
the way to Washington to tender it. It was 
not an ordinary one either, but a piece of 
artistic pen engraving, which was got up 
without regard to expense, on parchment and 
inclosed in a handsome seal case. Now where 
is the seal case and where is the invitation and 
where is the President’s acceptance? are what 
the Committee on Ceremonies desires to know. 
There is no anxiety’ as to Mrs. Harrison 
ur Mrs. McKee. Acceptances from them were 
received weeks ago—before the Republican 
convention. According to the World’s Fair 
act the President is obliged to be here next 
October, for it provides that he shall accept 
on behalf of the government the World’s Fair 
Buildings. He has invited every nation on 
the face of the earth to be in attendance and 
directors think he ought to be here whether 
he wants to ornot. it is possible he will re- 
lieve the anxiety of the Board of Directors 
by writing that it is ali an oversight. 


WISH TO WITHDRAW THE BOND, 


Lawyers’ Surety Company Asks for Release 
from the Westinghouse Contract. 

George Westinghouse Jr., it appears, is not 
yet out of the woods in regard to furnishing a 
bond for the contract which has been granted 
him for supplying the incandescent lighting 
plant of 92,000 electric lamps at Jackson 
Park. : 

Last June,after he had knocked out the trust 
prices and secured the contract, the Lawyers’ 
Surety company of New York furnished the 
bond of $600,000 required of Mr. Westing- 
house. Yesterday the Surety company sent a 
letter to the Committee on Grounds and 
Buildings asking the cancellation and return 
of the bond. The cominittee accepted this 
bond four or five weeks ago, and Mr. Westing- 
house has begun the manufacture of the plant. 
The committee declined the request of the 
Surety company and referred it to the Law 
Department. 

_ The-cause of the action of the company, it 
is understood, is not on account of any ina- 
bility on the part of Mr. Westinghouse to per- 
form his contract, but for another reasun. 

company is a new one. It was organized 
but a short time ago with a capital stock uf 
$500,000. It went on the bond of Mr. 
Westinghouse to the full limit of its 
capital stock. The directors, in order to 
make the matter safe, wanted the sure- 
ty company assured and Mr. Westimghouse 
got the written guarantee of August Belmont 
and a number of other New York capitalists 
that they wuld guarantee the surety com- 
pany to fulfill its obligations. This dia not

of having itself assured: It tried to get out 
several casita ago, but the World’s Fair peo- 
ple would not release it. .

They cannot 
object to the pending appropriation on con- 
stitutional grounds, for their representatives 
eagerly sought and ‘procured Federal 
aid for the Exposition at New 
Orleans. They areé.bound as constitu- 
tionalists to undertake nothing — invali- 
dating contracts. By authority of the last 
Cougress and under the terms of an act right- 
fully assumed to run as long as the enterprise 
it created, the authorities of the Worla’s Fair 
have entered upon contracts which they are 
legally bound to fulfill, Under the terms of 


the act the members of the National Com- 


mission, creatures of Congress alone, have in- 
curred « bligatons which it would be inequita- 
bly and outrageous for this Congress not to 
carry out in a spirit consistent with constitu- 
tional implication. 

(‘he objection of the Southern mem bers can- 
not arise from sensitive devotion to the Con- 
stitution. It cannot be due to belief that sec- 
tional preference has been shown in making 
department appointments. Chief Fearn of 
the Department of Foreign Affairs is a 
Southerner. Chief Samuels of the Depart- 
ment of Horticulture is a Southerner. Secre- 
tary Dickinson, Secretary of the National 
Commission, is a Southerner from Texas. 
Mr. Carlisle |son of thé Senator from Ken- 
tucky], head of the Law Department, 
is a Southerner. Commissioners Lindsay 
and McKenzie of the Board of 
Control, are Kentucky Southerners. Mc- 
Kenzie is Vice-Chairman of the Executive 
committee. Commissioner Massey, elected a 
member of the new board of four to have en- 
tire charge of administration, is a Southerner. 
Commissioner St. Clair, another of the board 
of four, is a Southerner. , Mrs. Potter Palm- 
er, head of the woman’s board, is a South- 
erner. Mrs. Cooke, Secretary of the board, is 
a Southerner. How many responsible and 
conspicuous postsdo Southern dissentients 
think would be equitable for the South. 

From the beginning of the enterprise until 
this hour Chicago has paid thoughtful con- 
sideration to the South in all Fair arrange- 
ments. With the exception of the dis- 
tinguished services of Senator Daniel, Sena- 
tor Gorman, Senator Gray, and a few more 
in Senate and House, the South has been per- 
verse in its attitude toward the World’s fair. 
It has no constitutional ground to 
stand on. Yet <i is sectional; the 
South is by implication unconstitutional 
in declining to sustain the validity of 
contracts. Even Mr. Breckinridge of Ken- 
tucky, honored with so memorable a courtesy 
in the dedication ceremonies, has paired 
against the Worid’s Fair! He cannot plead 
that to support it would have placed sim in 
the position of giving a public quid fora per- 
sonal quo. The honor conferred on him, and 
through him on the South, has not been be- 
stowed on other Representatives nor on any 
Senator from the South; yet many of them 
are ardent and éfficient supporters of the Fair 
on strictly public grounds. 

These aissentient Southern gentlemen got 
it into their heads that the World’s Fair is a 
Repubiican campaign game. They are doing 
their best to make fact out of their 
own fable. They have seen in many ways 
how devoid of party aspect the personal struct- 
ure of the Fairis. They now see how free 
from sectionalism it’ is. If they adhere to 
their present attitude #he South will Mevitably 
be the sufferer. No part of the country 
needs as much as the South the in- 
dustrial, artistic, and economic benefits 
of a great international Ex position. 
Long devoted to a single staple and disin- 
clined to manufactures, the South, at. last 
alert, aspiring, is striv.ag heroically to create 
inanufactures that willenable her people to 
use the natural wealth of theirsoil to the high- 
est advantage. Coinparisons of processes, in- 
vestigation of new forces, physical and chemi- 
cal, study of foreign machinery which gener- 
ally produces more at less cost than American 
in the smaller manufacturing interests, will be 
of incalculable profit to the South. 

Let these Southern gentlemen beware. Per- 
mit the Republicans in Congress to take to 
themselves credit for this progressive, liberal, 
and patriotic entefprise, whose benefits are 
the nation’s, whose glory is the. people’s, and 
the polis next November may cast majorities 
that enact force bills. These Southern oppo- 
nents of the Fair must not shield themselves 
behind a political pretext. It isa fable. They 
may make it fact. If they ao, they cannot 
complain that Northern Democrats have not 
warned them in time. © 


Not Proud of the Legislature, 

Gov. Stone of Mississippi is ashamed, it 
seems, of the failure on the part of his State 
to make a World’s Fair appropriation. Some 
time ago he received an invitation to partici- 
pate in the dedicatory ceremonies next Octo- 
ber.

He says he 
would like to be here very much with the other 
Governors, but because of the refusal of the 
State Legislature to take any interest in the 
Fair he feels ashamed to come, but he will take 
the matter under advisement.

Vice-President Higinbotham yesterday as- 
sumed the duties of President, and will act in 
that capacity until the return of President 
Baker. Mr. Higinbotham settled down to his 
desk early and staid there all day, with the ex- 
ception of a few runs down to Marshall Field’s 
wholesale building. He said yesterday he did 
not mind the work of being President, but 
rather liked it. He attended all the commit- 
tee meetings and rounded up his work at 6 
2’clock. 


Waiting for Congress. 

Fair Directors were in the attitude yester- 
day of simply waiting to see what Congress 
would do. Most of them were hopeful. All 
dispatches’ were encouraging. Besides, they 
couldn’t do anything else. Their opinions 
are known. Five million dollars is needed 
from Congress. They expect to getit. if 
they don’t there is nuthing left to do but try 
some other plan. 


North Dakota Getting Restless, 

Citizens of North Dakota are growing rest- 
less over the non-action of Gov. Burke in fail- 
ing to appointa State World’s Faircom mission. 
They have an appropriation of $35,000, but no 
commission to utilize it. Meanwhile the 
neighboring State of South Dakota has forged 
ahead and is ready to put up its Fair building. 
Gov. Burke has just been memorialized to ap- 
point a commission. 


To Transport Works of Art. 

The Secretary of the Navy has given orders 
that the United States practice ship Constella- 
tion be prepared to visit Havre, France, and 
Genoa, Italy, in October next for the purpose 
of transporting certain works of art intended 
for exhibition at the World’s Columbian kix- 
position.

It will cost $4,000 to 
make the change, and the contract was awarded 
to McArthur Bros.

It Has-a Likely Pair of Heels, and Will 
Probably Be Able to Show Them to 
Any Other Vessel on the Lake—De- 
signed by a Yachting Dentist in Pough- 
keepsie, N. ¥.—Bought by Mr. Armour 
for Active Use—One of the Handsomest 
Ever Seen Here, 

The tarry salts who hang around the docks 
spent a share of their time yesterday in ex- 
amining and commenting on a long, low, 
trim vessel which lay in a slip near the Ran- 
dolph street viaduct. A landiubber might 
fail to understand their technical remarks, 
but he would be certain to agree that the ves- 
sel was a pretty thing, for it is one of the 
handsomest crafts that ever entered this port. 

The vessel is Allison V. Armour’s new 
yacht. It hasn’t any name as yet, onlya

‘number—12. Thia is the way the ship was 


christened and so stringent are the navigation 
laws of this country that it will be some 
months before the government will allow it to 


be renamed, 

No. 12 arrived im Chicago Saturday 
night. It anchored off the Lake-Front for a 
few moments and then steamed up the river 
to have a few repairs made, The vessel came 
from Poughkeepsie, N. Y., where it was built 
by Dr. C. D. Miller, who practices dentistry 
and designs yachts. In the latter pursuit he 
has earned more than a local reputation. The 
Dagmar, one of his boats, was purchased by 
the government for a dispatch boat, and other 
craft turned out of his yard have made rec- 
ords for speed, ,; 

Looks Like a Blockade Runner. 

Representatives uf the type to which No. 
12 belongs are common enough in Eastern 
waters. but they are rare on the lakes. Its 
rakishly inclined masts and low hull are apt 
to send the Lilmois-born boys who see the 
vessel in motion back to their story-books for 
descriptions of blockade runners—the ships 
which furnished modern yacht-builders with 
many ideas. No. 12 is built of mahogany 
with brass and bronze fittings everywhere. 
Yesterday they shone like gold in the sun. 
The vessel has what is called a trund cabin. 
A landlubber would say it was a pilot-house. 
Anyway it is a low house forward, wherein is 
contained the wheel as well as leather up- 
holstered seats for the skipper and his friends 
to lounge upon, 

No. 12 is eighty-one feet long and has a 
beam of ten feet. It draws only five: feet, 
hence it came easily through the Erie Canal 
from Poughkeepsie to Buffalo. It 1s fitted 
with triple expansion engines, having cylin- 
ders seven, eleven, and eighteen inches in 
diameter. The struke is nine inches. The 
machinery has not yet ** got down to its bear- 
ings,’’ and the moe agg can therefore only 
be approximated at 200. 

Probably the Fastest on the Lake. 

No. 12 steamed from Buffalo to Chicago at 
the rate of fourteen knits without crowding 
the engine. Mr, Armour 1s confident that the 
vessel will be able to make eighteen 
miles ap hour. This gait will probably enable 
No. 12 to show a pair of heels to anything 
on Lake Michigan. But there is a yacht 
owned in Cleveland which has a record of 
twenty-three miles an hour. This is the 
famous Say When, which good judges place 
in the class of the Vamoose and the Stiletto, 
the fastest veasels in America. 

The tonnage of No. 12 is 17.83 net and 
25.77 gross tons. Its bunkers.hold four tons 
of coal. Steam power alone propels the ves- 
sel; the low hollow masts are not fitted with 
sails, -Below decks the cabin runs fore and 
aft fifty feet. ‘there are no staterooms, but 
instead four berths in the after cabin and two 
in the dining saloon forward. The crew, com- 
prising four men, finds quarters in the fore- 
castle.

KEARSARGE SENT TO HONDURAS, 


The Vessel Will Protect American Interests 
—Revolution Growing. 

Wasutneton, D. C., July 25.—[Special.]— 
The revolution in Honduras has assumed such 
proportions as to cause the authorities here 
some concern about American interests in 
that country. It has accordingly been de- 
cided to send a man-of-war to the scene of the 
trouble. This action is based upon advices 
from Consul Burchard to'the effect that the 
insurgents have taken possession of Truxillo 
and La Ceiba, the two ports which the gov- 
ernment had closed to all outsiders, and that 
the preparations being made by both sides in- 
dicate one of the biggest - revolutions that 
country has experienced for many years. 

When Consul Burchard first wade the re- 
quest the authorities were disposed to make 
light of the situation, thinking perhaps that 
the Consul was unduly exercised because of 
his large personal interests in that country, 
but the success of the insurgents satistied the 
officials that there should be uo further delay 
in dispatching an Atnerican man-of-war to 
assist Mr. Burchard in protecting American 
interests. 

The Kearsarge has been selected for this 
mission. itis now at Portsmouth, N. ae 
where it has been receiving extensive repairs. 
Orders were sent today to Commander Crown- 
insineid to prepare to sail at once. It will 
first go to New York for aimmunition, and is 
expected to sail from there tor Honduras 
within a week,

East-Bound Freight: Business Is Im- 
proving—The Vandalia Line Keduces 
All Sixth-Class Freight Rates. 


The Santa F6 yesterday submitted to Chair- 
man Caldwell of the Western Passenger Asso- 


Templar Cunclave at Denver next month. 
A meeting of the members of the Associa- 


Chairman announced that the Santa Fé claims 
tohave put in the reduced rate on account 
of the action of the Chicago and Alton, 
which company made arate based on $12 for 
a commandery at Kalamazoo, Mich. The ex- 
plana‘ion is made that General Passenger 
Agent Charlton of the Alton when ‘he learned 
that the Knights Templar committee at Kala- 
mazoo had announced that rate by circular 
at opce repudiated this arrangeinent and 
notified all the Western roads that it was 
made without authority end would not be 
carried out by his company. It further de- 
veloped that the Kalatnazoo committee an- 
nounced that rate on the strength of notices 
which appeared in the [papers some time ago, 
that the Santa Fé was to make a $12 round 
trip rate from Chicago, and for this reason it 
was claimed at yesterday’s meeting that the 
responsibility rests with the latter company. 
Mr, Charlton, it was claimed, was in a posi- 
tion to show conclusively that he was in no 
way responsible for the reduced rate. 

Another case wag named in which the Santa 
Fé claims that a round-trip rate of $26. was 
named from Batavia, N. Y., to Denver, Colo., 
fora Knights Templar party, and that the 
business was routed via the Chicago and Alton 
and Union Pacific. The Union Pacific, which 
was represented at the meeting, claims that no 
such contract had been made and that the 
Batavia commandery had decided not to make 
the trip. t | 

An informal meeting was held after the 
general meeting and a general discussion on 
the foregoing subjects was had. No definite 
action was taken and nothing will be done 
until the Chairman has considered the evi- 
dence now in his possession. Mr. Caldwell 
stated yesterday that he was unable to render 
a decision without giving the matter thorough 
and serious consideration. 

It is now certain that an exceedingly low 
rate will be made from Denver East to meet 
the lowest rates foundain the market at that 
point. Some action isto be taken regarding 
rates, westbound, and the lines propose to 
hold their Eastern connections thoroughly 
responsible for any. tickets which they may 
sell in violation of the agreement of the West- 
ern roads as regards the sale of tickets.

EAST-BOUND FREIGH® SHIPMENTS. 


Business Has Improved Materially During 
the Last Ten Days. 

The eastbound freight business from Chica- 
go by the all-rail lines showed soine 1mprove- 
ment during the last week, and for this reason 
the officials of most of the roads are in hopes 
that the Vandalia may be prevented from 
forcing the rate dowi toa basis of 20 cents, 
grain, Chicago to New York. It seems that 
the new tariff issued by the Vandalia names a 
20-cent rate, not only on grain and grain 
products, as first announced, but on all arti- 
cles in sixth class. The Pennsyivania, the 
Vandaiia’s connection Hast, stili claims that 
it will not accept freight from the Vandalia 
at the cut rate. Should if adhere to this reso- 
lution the Vandalia will not be able to do any 
business at the reduced rates, and the other 
roads will adhere to the presenttariff. Should 
it happen, however, that the Vandaliadoes get 
its freight through, and there are railroad 
officials who think it will, then all the Other 
roads will be forced to accept the-20-cent rate 
on all sixth class‘freight. = 

Shipments of flour, grain, and provisions 
from Chieago through to seaboard points and 
for export by the various Central Traffic Ass. - 
ciation roads during the last week amounted 
to 2U,554 tons, against 18,065 tons for the week 
previous, and 18,911 for the corresponding 
week last year. Flour shipments last week 
were 1,981 tons, against 1,657 tons last year; 
grain, 12,340 tons, against 12,201 tons; provis- 
1008, 6,233 tons, against 5,053 tons. ‘The per- 
centages carried by the various roads were as 
follows: Chicago and Grand Trunk, 18.2;

VIEWS ON THE POLITICAL OUTLOOK, 


Root has been 


Col. John A. Cockerill on the Situation—It 
Still Appears Foggy. 

New York Herald (Dem.): The Presiden- 
tial situation is still foggy. Mr. Cleveland’s 
address to the Notification committee this 
week has created a local rrpple, but I see no- 
where signs of enthusiasm for either of the 
great party candidates. We know that Mr. 
Cleveland will make his fight absolutely upon 
the force bill ** spook ”’ and ‘hostility to the 
existing tariff. This simplifies matters, 

The absence of Senator Hill from the Madi- 
son Square Garden cere:nonies was signifi 
vant. Uniess Mr. Hill can be induced toshow 
some interest in the ‘cativass several thou- 
sands of his followers, especially in the in- 
terior, will quietly cut Cleveland. The selec- 
tion of Harrity.to manage the Cleveland cam- 
paign has had a tendency to allay the irrita- 
tion begotten by the Syracuse boit. 

There is no indication as yet that Tammany 
will poll its full vote forCleveland. It is mov- 
ing now in a purely perfunctory way, but Mr. 
Whitney, who is a prime adjuster, may 
smvoth the political waters with the oil of his 
diplomacy. . 

Mr. Harrison has not yet made his peace 
with Platt, and until he secures harmonious 
action here the State cannot be called his. 
New York must again be regarded as the piv- 
otal State. I believe the odds to be slightly in 
favor of Harrison now, but there is a hard 
fight ahead. The bad Democratic legislanon 
of last winter and a sharp contest on the tariff 
issue ought to produce Republican gains in 
the interior. I do not see how the Democrats 
can expect to do better in New York and 
Kings County than they did four years ago. 
The Republicans.are certain to lose at least 
four Electors under the new election system in 
Michigan, and there is danger that the crazy 
silver State of Nevada will slip away. At the 
P same time the People’s party has a chance of 
drawing North Carolina out of the Demo- 
cratic column, 

Of the party managers, Carter and Harrity, 
I believe the former to be the best equipped, 
All agree that Carter is a clear-headed, shrewd, 
energetic man. He made himself felt at Min- 
neapolis. The labor troubles at Homestead 
will be adjusted within a few weeks, I believe, 
and the Democratic party will not be able to 
draw comfort from that source. The great 
railway strikes and riots 6f 1877 were laid at 
the door of our protective tystem, but | peace 
‘soon followed, and the Republicans élected 
Gartield, their candidate for President, in 
1880. Ido not believe that the people of the 
United States are ready to abandon the pres- 
ent economic system, and that is what Mr. 
Cleveland’s party emphatically demands 
shall bé done. 

When Mr. Harrison writes his formal letter 
of acceptance I believe that he will effeetually 
dispose of the force bill issue, which Mr. 
Cleveland is endeavoring so strenuously to put 
to the front. The apprehensions of the South- 
ern States and Northern demagogues will be 
allayed. The Presidential situation at this 
time may be summed up thus: Mr. Cleve- 
land is not as strong in the State of New York 
as he was four years ago; Mr. Harrisoa is 
stronger, and the business interests of the 
country will sustain him. As goes New York, 
so goes the Presidency.

IMPROVEMENTS NEEDED AT WEST POINT. 


The Board of Visitors Makes an Elaborate 
Report on the Academy, 

Wasurneton, D. C., July 25.—The report of 
the Board of Visitors at the West Point Mili- 
tary Academy has heen received by the Secre- 
tary of War. The report says that the maxi- 
mum capacity of the institution is 500 cadets, 
but to increase the corpsto this number would 
require an increased detail of officers. Accord- 
ing to the laws of appointments, the maximum 
num ber is 347 cadets. but as many of those 
appointed fail, the corps number only 250, 
exclusive of two foreigners now at the 
academy. The board believes that 400 can 
be accommodated and instructed with no 
further expenses for buildings or instructors. 
The board thinks the acagemy should be kept 
up to its full working capacity. It recom- 
mends that Representatives in appointing 
young men name two substitutes so that in 
case of the first failure there would be practi- 
cal certainty of filling the vacancy, f 205 
young men appointed for the March examina- 
tions only 85 passed and received certificates 
of admission, It is recommended that the 
law be changed so as to restore to the Presi- 
dent of the United States the right to appoint 
at large ten young men annually, in addition 
to the representation now fixed by law. 

In discipline and instruction the board re- 
ports satisfactory results. The value of 
French is indorsed, but some doubtis ex- 
pressed as to the wisdom of’ the brief time 
given to. Spanish. The board vigorously at- 
tacks the present use of horses for cavalry and 
artillery serviée, as each service unfits the ani- 
mals for the other. The board asks Congress 
to appropriate $50,000 for improving the 
lighting of the barracks. It tinds that the 
present system is inadequate, and that it has 
caused such injury to the eyes of 50 per cent 
of the cadets they have been obliged to wear 
glasses, , 

The fiscal affairs of the academy are found 
to be accurate and well conducted. The opin- 
ion is expressed that it would be well for a 
professor from one of the departments every 
year to travel and investigate the methods of 
civil and military schools in this country and 
Europe, in order to introduce what is best at 
the West Point Academy.

LEADS ALL THE REST. 


L, Z, LEITER’S NAME TOPS THE 
LIST OF SMOKEMAKERS, 


Four Suits Begun Against Him by the So- 
ciety for Smoke Suppression—Dense Vol- 
umes of Unconsumed Carbon Issue from 
the Lakeside Building — Complaints 
Against Other Structures Owned by the 
Capitalist—Some Attenfion Paid to In- 
spector George’s Demands. 


In the list of suits recently lodged by the 
Society for the Prevention of Smoke build- 
ings owned by L. Z. Leiter figure quite con- 
spicuously. In fact, his name as the owner of 
the Lakeside Building, like that of Abou Ben 
Adhem, “ leads all the rest.”” Besides this, he 
is mentioned three different times as the own- 
er of as many different buildings which are 
vexing the soul of the Secretary of the smoke- 
suppression society. According to the society 
he is an incorrigible violator of all smoke 
ordinances known. Suits are therefore lodged 
against him on account of his Lakeside Build- 
ing at Clark and Adams streets, on ace unt 
of the bulldings Nos. 63 to 69 Washington 
street, on account of the building No 201 
Madison street, and on account of the build- 
ing No. 182 Monroe street. 

The chimney of the Lakeside building is 
located at-the southwest corner of the struct- 
ure and emulates the example of its neighbor, 
the Edison stack, in filling the upper floors of 
the Rookery and Home Insurance Building 
with what the society would technically term 
the densest kind of black smoke. This build- 
ing bas naturally calied down upon it the 
wrath of the society, inasmuch as it is in easy 
range of the society’s office windows in the 
Monaécnock Block. The building at No, 182 
Monroe street is just in the rear of the 
Woman's Temple. The Washington street 
structure is the American Surety Building, 
which extends through to the alley next to the 
Unity Building. The ténants of the Unity 
Building have for the last three months united 
in pouring one continuous tale of woe into 
the ear of Smoke Inspector George on ac- 
count of this very chimney. He is inclined, 
however, to be lenient with L. Z.. Leiter on 
account of this same chimney. Since last 


. Saturday it has been raised forty or fifty feet 


into the air by the addition of a tall sheet iron 
pipe. Complaints were not made of this 
plant until the Unity Building was con- 
structed and cut off the draft. Mr. George 
has been at Mr. Leiter in season and out of 
season to have this extension made to the 
sinoke stack and as it has at last been made 
he is in humor to condone many of Mr. 
Leiter’s shortcomings. 

' The fourth of Mr. Leiter’s smoky buildings 
is at No, 201 Madison street, just east of Fifth 
avenue. These are only some of Mr, Leiter’s 
smoky buildings. ‘They are the ones that the 
society thinks it has evidence enough to con- 
vict of smoke nuisance in the first degree. 
His Quinlan building on Clark street 1s none ; 
too free froin smokiness. Reports have been 
made about the building at the correr of 
Jackson and State streets occupied by 
Spalding, and even the Siegel & Cooper build- 
ing got into bad repute soon after it was built. 

Where to Find Smoke, : 

L. Z. Leiter is everywhere known as one of 
tne heaviest property-owners in Chicago, and 
the Society for Prevention of Smoke 
claims that wherever there is a Leiter 
W hat 
makes things worse is that Mr. Leiter 
does not seem to pay the least attention to the 
society. He has returned no answer whatever 
to the various warnings which have been sent 
to him, and, in fact, has never’ answered any 
of the demands made upon him. He lets’ the 
inspectors go theough his plants and tell him. 
just what to do with them, and he then does 
as he pleases, or else does nothing at all. He 
pays more attention to the demands made 
upon him he Smoke-Inspector George. Ac- 
cording to Mr. George, Mr. Leiter is not quite 
as bad as they make him out. He has put in 
McKenzie furuaces, and whenever properly 
notified has made some sort of arrangements 
tocomply with the demands made by the 
Smoke Inspector. The fact remains, how- 
ever, that one of the richest men in Chicago, 
and one of its heaviest property-owners, is 
cited in four instances by the Society for 
Smoke Prevention. 

The Secretary asks: **What.can be done 
with minor offenders if people who are nat- 
urally expected to take the lead in public im- 
proveinents cannot be interested to thed ex- 
tent of putting their own plants beyond re- 
proach?”’ 

There are a few buildings in the city so con- 
structed that down-draft furnaces cannot be 
introduced. It does not appear that any of 
Mr. Leiter’s buildings have been so built. A 
series of proseciitions, the society hopes, may 
result in puttimg Mr. Leiter’s smoke-stacks in 
order. 

Alarm on the Lake-Front, 

“They have hoisted black flags with the 
merciless motto, ‘No Surrender and Nu Quar- 
ter,’’’ said an excited citizen yesterday. 

**Who have?”’ 

‘*Why the Lake-Front excursion steamers, 
and, over all, at the peak of each, isa defiant 
streamer with the words *No Monopoly’ on 
it. Haven’t you heard of the fight between 
the World’s Fair passenger boats at the fout 
of Van Buren street?’’ 4 

A reporter for Tae Trisune had, and he 
proceéded to the Lake-Front expecting to 
witness scriminages worse than — usual, 
if .not horrors -like those recorded 
of pirates and nautical desperadoes 
of the Spanish Main. As he reached 
the Lake-Front Park everything was quiet. 
But suddenly there appeared coming toward 
the south opening of the government pier a 
steamer with a black flag at the head of its 4 
mast. The excited citizen was right. Ihe 
black flag had become the symbol of the 
Lake-Front war. On the steamer came, but 
no other piratical enemy went out to meet 
and sink her. With braying brass the big 
steamer moved quietly up to the ** no monop- 
oly’ floating dock, and its name was the 
** [vanhoe.”’ 

“Why have you hoisted the black flag, 
Capt. Canes?’ 

‘* What black flag? Do you take me for a 
pirate ?”’ 

‘*Why, that flag at your masthead with om- 
inous but undistinguishable letters and sym- 
bols on it?” 

“QO, that! Why, that’s our pennant, and 
the letters on it spell ‘Ivanhoe.’ It is white 
with a blue border, but it-is placed so near the | 
smokestack that its color 1s a little changed.”’ 

And when the Captain was told of the rumor 
that he had hoisted a black flag with the le- 
gend, ** No surrender and no quarter!”’ on it, 
he shook his sides with laughter and promised. 
that he would have the pennant taken down 
and try to restore some of its original colors 
by washing. 

The usual contention for passengers reigned 
on the Lake-Front yesterday but nothing 
more, except that the World’s Fair line was 
industriously driving piles to make a sectre 
and permanent ianding for its boats. 
‘** When they have it finished,” said a “no 
monopoly”’ Captain, “ we will move up to it, 
and no deubt it will be a more convenient 
landing place.”’ 


WILL APPLY RULES OF COMMON LAW. 


Judge Sanborn Decides a Case Involving 
Indian Territory Customs. 

Sr. Pavuu, Minn., July 25.—([Special.}—In 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
today Judge Sanborn rendered a decision in the 
case of Henry C. Tycatt and James C, Kirby, 
plaintiffs in error, va. Warten C. Powell, de- 
fendant in error to the United States Court in 
the Indian Territory. A *mortgage made in 
Kansas by mortgageor residing in the Indian 
Territory of chattels situated in the Indian 
Territory is governed by the law of that Ter- 
ritory, and, says the court, is not affected by 
the statute of Kansas relative to the record- 
ing of chattel mortgages. The Federal courts 
will apply the rules of the common law to 
the determination of the rights of parties to 
controversies arising in the Indian Territory 
before any statute law prevailed in that Ter- 
ritory and in the absence of any proof of the 
prevailing law or customs of those res 
therein at the time the controversy arose. At

Canadians Think Retaliation in Canal 
Tolls Would Not.Ameunt to Mach. 

Toroyto, Ont., July 25.—There is a good 
deal of feeling evinced here over the action of 
the United States with regard to canal tolls. 
Some persons run away with the idea that the 
tolls to be imposed by President Harrison at 
the Sault Ste. Marie Canal will be put at the 
maxium which the retaliatory measure calls 
for, namely, $2 per ton on freight, and $3 per 
head for passengers. Calmer thinking men, 
however, believe that the President will not do 
this, They are of the opinion that as there is 
no minimum toll set he will be guided by the 
Canadian rate at the Weiland Canal, and will 
put on a tax of 20 cents perton. Quite anum- 


sociation applaud the Dominion Government 
for the ground they have taken and hope they 
will stick to it all through. 

It means only a year or so of trouble for Ca- 
natlian craft, for it is expected that the Cang- 
dian canal at Sault Ste. Marie will be ready 
for traffic in the season of 1894, Of course all 
Canadian vesselmen expect the Canadian 
Government will reimburse them for any toll 
expenditures which they may make; other 
inarine men again think that the Canadian 
Government will back down, although they 
admit their rulers have done quite right with 
regard to the Welland Canal. It seems to be 
the consepsus of opinion that thirty days’ 
notice should have been given by the United 
States authorities at least. 

The Empire, the.chief government organ, 
in an article on the retaliation bill, says: 

The action now taken by Cougress once more 
emphasizes to Canadians the necessity of having 
a canal on our own territory at Sault Ste. Marie, 
and that it should be pushed to completion, as 
the government is doing, with all due speed. 
When that is accomplished we will have complete 
navigation through our own country and be inde- 
pendent of anything our neighbors may do. Until 
that time, though always anxious to live on 
terms and willing to make reasonable concessions 
to that end, Canada is not to be diverted from 
manfully looking after her own interests by 
threats of retaliation. 

The Empire thinks the Dominion Govern- 
ment has tuken a fair, dignified stand 1m the 
matter from the beginning, but: all discussion 
and negotiations have been useless. The 
American Government seemed determined to 
prevent Canada from encouraging its owa 
interests in any way. .

Value of Human Life, 

The money value placed upon human life varies 
in our diplomatic history. {tis calculated that 
about $20,000 of the $75,000 paid to our govern- 
ment by Chile will be given to the families of the 
two seamen who were killed at Valparaiso. The 
Spanish Government paid the United States for 
each sailor and citizen killed at the time of the 
Virginius affair about $2,500. The British Gov- 
ernment received for each colored subject shot 
$1,500, and $2,500 for each white subject. In the 
recent instance of the Italian prisoners killed at 
New Orleans the United States paid to Italy a 
lump sum of $25,000. In 1887 four Japanese were 
killed and seven crippled by the explosion of a 
sheil which had been tired against a Japanese 
island by the Omaha in target practice. The 
United States paid to Japan $14.000 for the 
families of the sufferers, about $2,000 for each 
mee — and $1,000 for each wounded.— Boston

A Committee on Coinsurance on the Boston 
Board of Underwriters will make a report to the 
board at a meeting to be held in Boston today. 
The plan is to apply the 80 per cent coinsurance 
clause on the basis of existing rates on all stocks 
inside of Dover street, with the exception of 
sprinkled risks, where coinsurance is already in 
force.

The 
loss was $3,978,000, and the amount’ paid, $3,220,008, 
It is easy to draw a coinsurance moral from those 
figures. 


Case & Co. have made a formal reply to the 
recent charges made by the Management commit- 
tee of the Cook County Compact in the resolution 
in which that committee declared that there 
should be established absolute business hon-inter- 
course with Case & Co. It will be remembered 
that they charged Case & Co. with declining to 
pay any assessments, and stated that although 
they had siened the Managers’ agreement they re- 
fused to be bound by rales. Case & Co. make the 
following rejoinder to the accusatiens: 

** We submit to our patrons and friends the fol- 
lowing as our rejoinder: 

“1. The ‘Management committee’ of the Cook 
County Compact is a body of tweive men appoint- 
ed annually. Five are appointed by the President 
of the Fire Underwriters’ Association of Chicago, 
usually called the local board, apd from the 
membership of said board. Seven are appointed 
by certain members of what is known as the 
. Wostern Union,’ not however, by the authority 


of said union, as that has no _ jurisdic- 
tion and claims no jurisdiction in Cook 
County. Thesetwelve persons thus appointed 


under the name and style of ‘The Management 
committee’ of Cook County Compact, assume to 
control the fire insurance business of Cook 
County. They assume authority to assess heavy 
and exorbitant amounts for expenses, and their 
decrees must not be overruled nor decisions 
questioned, even by the members of the com- 
pact. They are not elected by the members of 
the compact, and they are not responsible to the 
compact, nor to the local board, nor to any other 
y. 

"2. The ‘managers’ agreement’ is a volun- 
tary agreement signed by a number of the man- 
agers inthis city, agreeing as to brokerage and 
rates of commission to be paid to brokers, agents, 
etc. It does not by its terms obligate its signers 
to recognize the authority of the Cook County 
compact or its committee, nor is there anything 
in the agreement that implies even the existence 
of such a committee, It is stated that the man- 
agers’ agreement has been adopted by the ‘Man- 
agement committee’ of the compact. If so, that 
might possibly obligate the members of the com- 
ang to observe the provisions of the ‘ agreement,’ 

ut it could not possibly’ obligate the managers 
who signed the agreement to become members of 
the compact. 

‘We are now prepared to consider the charges 
virtually made against us. 

** First—The committee charges us in the public 
press with refusing to be bound by the agreement 
which We signed, In reply we affirm: 

* That the ‘committee’ has uo jurisdiction ino 
that matter and uo right to make or publish such 
a charge even if it were true. The committee of 
Cook County Compact has no right of action in 
the matter any more than they would have in the 
case of an assumed violator of the laws of Lou- 
isiana. ° 

“The managers’ agreement is not yet binding 
upon Case & Co. because the terms upon which we 
signed it have not been complied with. We signed 
the agreement with the express stipulation in 
writing that all companies doing business in Cook 

Sounty must through their managers obligate 
themselves by signing the agreement before it 
should become operative. | 

* Notwithstanding this, it is a fact that we 
have never to our knowledge violated the agree- 
ment in letter or spirit. No charge or complaint 
has ever before been made to us t we were vio- 
lating the agreement. The first intimation of the 
kind was that of July 15, on reading a copy of the 
Inter-Ocean of that date. We deny the charge in 
toto. Furthermore, we are not members of the 
Cook County Compact and have nevet been. We 
have never been a party to any arrangement by 
which its management his acquired any jurisdic- 
tion over us, or which can justify or even palliate 
the libelous action of its committee. 

“ Second—We are charged with ‘refusing to pay 
assessment whatever for the maintenance of 
ru m, etc.. of the compact.’ / : 

* We never refused to pay any assessment since 
the day we indicated that we would share in the 
expense, but without becoming members of the 
compact, which was May 7 last.: Norhas any bill 

n presented to usfor expenses since or pre- 
vious to that date. In fact, we feel assured that 
no member of the compact. nor of said committee. 
Lad paid, nor had any assessment been made for 
such expense, nor had returns been made for 
— assessment by the members generally. Wo

Hence the 
effort to compel Mr, Wilder to join the compact 
and be subject to a management already obnox- 
ious to him through the unwise en aA of 
ite Secretary seemed to us unwise. Mr. Wilder is 
a respectable banker and the agent of some six 
or eight companies, most of which are connected 
with the Cook County Compact, He seems to be 
a capable business-man of high standing in bis 
community, possessing a manly self- 

undoubted integrity. The companies he repre 
sents who are supporting the said compact make 
no complaints against him for violating any 
of their rules. He has not given the least cause 
of complaint for ‘culting rates,’ or any other ir- 
regularities, with ony company he represents, as 
we believe. Our declining to sign the letter is the 
extent of our offense. 

“ The subsequent hasty action of the commit- 
tee settles beyond a question that our conclusion 
not to place ourselves in the hands of such an 
administration without careful restraints being 
placed upon them was a most wise conclusion 
and fully justified by their recent action.” 

The foregoing statement presents a case which 
it will be hard for the members of the Manage- 
ment committee to reconcile with their action, it 
would appear. The petition which has been cir- 
culated among the managers calling upon the 
Management committee to rescind its action has 
received the mgnaters of twenty-nine members, 
which, it is said, is, with a single exception, every 
manager who is at present in the city.
